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Foreword

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Football 


Lansing High School 1921 football season was notable for three features; our green 
team, our pre-season camp and the Julian benefit game. 

The graduation of nine men on the football team, last June, all of whom had played 
for at least two years on Big Red teams, left us with only two experienced men as the 
nucleus of a team. Realizing this and inspired by a desire for another championship 
eleven, the business men of the city. supplied the funds necessary to carry on a pre- 
season training camp. The coach selected Clear Lake as the most suitable place near 
by, and on August 28, fifty hopeful aspirants for gridiron honors departed for ten days 
intensive training in football lore. Their departure wads effected by automobiles 
obtained for the occasion. 

The boys spent the following ten days at real practice. The gridders returned the 
day before school opened, a hardened bunch of men well versed in the rudiments of 
football, and each having a warm spot in his heart for the men of the town who had 
made possible the great success of the camp. 

However in spite of the pre-season training and the way the boys fought in every 
game, circumstances combined to wrest from them the expected championship. This 
was due principally to the fact that our green team was forced to meet the strongest 
teams in the state so early. -After two defeats at the hands of Saginaw teams we 
got into our stride and a string of victories marred only by the tie game with Ann 
Arbor, tells the story better than any words. Our interscholastic schedule was ended 
when on a mud covered gridiron the Big Red team trampled over the Blue and White 
of Detroit Central and won 35-0. 

Although this completed our schedule it did not mean the last of the football 
games for Lansing. We received and accepted an invitation from the M. A. C. freshmen 
to meet them in a game on Thanksgiving day. The proceeds went to Carp Julian, the 
greatest athlete who ever wore the Green and White. The freshman team was the 
strongest, M. A. C. has known, being composed largely of former Lansing High Stars. 
The game resulted in a 21-0 defeat for us but where all is taken into consideration the 


showing was exceptional. This it seems was rather a brilliant close to an otherwise 


mediocre season.
